to move thirty cars of slack off one of 
the switches east of this eity, that had 
been standing there for some time 
thoroughly guarded by the miners.

The trainrrten 
soon discovered that, they were strand- 
ed, and agreed to abandon the effort of 
securing the coal if the miners would 
allow them to move their engine,which 
they did.

resume work was a failure, as the 
strikers refused to meet the citizens'

Go to Work. 


If anything in the future is thoroughly 


settled, it iH that tho Republicans of 
Macon county will hereafter hold pri- 
mary elections. Nothing can bo fairer, 
and what is fair can harm nobody. A 
primary election gives every voter an 
opportunity to vote for the men of his 
choice to bo placed on the county ticket, 
and any aspirant to office who cannot 
get the endorsement of the people at a 
voting primary can have no reason to 
complain. The REPUBLICAN always has 
been and always will be in favor of vot- 
ing primaries, because that method is 
fair to everybody. 


This year the delegate convention 


plan was adopted, on the pretext that 
a candidate for a. place on the ticket 
from the country (in case there was a 
candidate from the city for the same 
place) would stand no show of winning 
in the city as against the resident candi- 
date. On its face this may seem logical, 
but in practice it is not true. The can- 
didate from the country, who is fortu 
nate enough to be so situated and so 
constituted as to be able to present his 
claims to recognition in the capacity of a 
candidate effectually, can get votes in 
the city as well as in the country; and 
tho city candidate, on the contrary, who 
does not possess these qualifications, 
cannot succeed in getting votes in the 
city any better than the country brother 
who docs not possess these qualities. 


In Sangamon county the delegate con- 


vention plan became so corrupt, unsatis- 
factory and offensive, that the better 
element of the party revolted against it 
and succeeded in having a'voting primary 
this year. There were several candi- 
dates for county clerk, sheriff, treasurer 
and superintendent from the country 
and several for each of the offices from 
tho city. The result was that some of 
the country" candidates got. more votes 
in the city than the city candidates for 
the same office received, and the county 
convention nominated men from the 
county outside of the city for oot.h sher- 
iff and treasurer, and everything was 
satisfactory. It was a fair fight. So the 


number, indeed it may fairly be said that 
nearly all who want at all times to do 
the best thing for the party and who 
honestly favored a delegate convention, 
are now in favor of the voting primary 
for the future, us the only way to protect 
the party from the evil effects of the 
over-officiousnese of smart and designing 
persons, who care more for carrying 
their fine points, than for the building 
up of the party and its success at the 
polls. 


While it must bo admitted that there 


is a good deal of dissatisfaction among 
Republicans over several things that 
grew out of the methods for making up 
the convention, and some things that 
occurred in the convention, which seems 
to be giving the enemy a good deal of 
comfort, every Republican should bear 
in mind that the result of the convention, 
so far as it relates to the candidates, was 
the nomination of good men, men of 
character, men of ability, well distributed 
over the county, in short, men who when 
elected will honor the party, and it be- 
comes the duty of every Republican to 
see that the ticket is elected for the sake 
of the party. There are times when the 
election of the Republican ticket is im- 
portant. Republicans cannot afford to 
be swerved from their duty because the 
action of a few men has been offensive. 
The prospect for carrying Jifee Republi- 
can ticket in this senatorial district, and 
also in the congressional district, has 
been bright. No Republican can afford 
to jeopardize these prospects now, on 
account of the action of a few men who 
prostituted the interests of the party to 
carry out their own selfish designs.

The line of march was nqrth on 


Water to North street, west to Church, 
south to Prairie avenue, east to North 
Main, south to Greenwood. 


Arriving at the city of the dead the 


column moved to the soldiers' lot, and 
while the band played, the beautiful 
ceremony of scattering flowers over the 
graves by children was observed; then 
the Guards drew up in line and fired 
memorial salutes in honor of the fallen 
heroes. A great throng of people filled 
the cemetery, and it was extremely diffi- 
cult to move about with ease or comfort. 
It was estimated that the crowd num- 
bered f uly 8000. 


Goodman's Band visited the graves of 


their old leader, Prof. A. Goodman, and 
a former member, W. N. Zimmerman, 
and played memorial selections, besides 
decorating the mounds with flowers. 


The Memorial Address. 


The address by Rev. W. C. Miller at 


the Grand abounded in noble sentiment, 
patriotism and expressionsjof gratitude 
beautifully expressed. This synopsis of 
the address is given: 


A house divided against itself cannot 


stand. 
In that strong sentiment a 


noted statesman found a sentiment more 
far-reaching and extended than in the 
mere emotions of the heart and soul. 
Long before Abraham Lincoln uttered 
this sentiment forces were at work 
which made it evident that before long 
it would be all one thing or all another. 


From the time that scarred hand was 


raised on Calvary to the time when the 
lone Galilean died; from that time down 
there has sounded one note —that ol 
man's kinship to himself. It is a grand 
thing to remember that a man's liberty 
is his own and this great conflict had to 
be. It would have been a glorious thing 
if it could have been a bloodless conflict 
I rejoice as I look back over the strug- 
gles of the past in the absolute right oi 
the cause. There was a period of hesi 
tancy. States wi>re slow to believe thai 
others would dare to strike against the 
constitution. We are one, and as one 
we must stand. It was not the north 
facing the south; it was not one elate 
grasping another. 
The angel of the 


north and the angel of the south stood 
opposed, the one embodying tlie pure- 
principles of human right, justice and 
liberty, and the other flashing back the 
lightnings of oppression and slavery. 


You will pardon me if 1 pass over the 


usual stories of the army mule and the 
southern army chaplain who could not 
listinguish the difference between5 holy 
ind bell, which are usually exploited on 
iuch an occasion as this. This IB a sad 
and solemn memorial, a day of memories 
ind solemn thoughts, and should be 
everently observed as such. 
The attitude before I860 was one of 


agitation. A fewmurmursof discontent 
vcro heard which finally increased till 
,he nation trembled at the issue. 
In 


!ancy 1 look back and see yonder old 
mildmg facing the surging waves of the 
Atlantic, where Wendell Phillips was 
vont to stand with folded arms and say, 
Here is justice on the one hand and in- 
quity on the other and the line of God's 
thunderbolt is from one to the other." 


Abraham Lincoln, when he stopped in 


;hat eastern city on his vvay to be en- 
hroned in the hearts of his people, said 
ie never had a political principle that 
lid not draw ite inspiration from the 
leclaration of independence; the chief 
essou of which was liberty to man and 
he world. Said he: "I would rather be 
assassinated than that that one principle 
should fall from its high estate." 
It has been said that it was a conflict 


of prejudice, brought on by a misunder- 
jtanding between the north and the 
south. Nay, nay! It was _a conflict to 
)reserve intact the glorious legacy of 
iberty left us by our forefathers. Abler- 
can liberty halted and staggered; an 
obstacle arose which had to be crushed 
out. It would have been the same if it 
iad been any other section of the coun- 
;ry except the south. When the leaders 
of the great rebellion gazed on the fear 
"ul results'of their work, the bodies torn 
yy shot and shell, the widows and the 
'atherless, I wonder they did nothing 
with John Watts: 


"And are we wretches still alive, 


And do we still rebel? 
Tis wondrous, 'tis amazing grace 
That keeps us out of hell. 


WILL BE REMEMBERED.

try sum of 113 a month. I hope the day 
will come when our country ..will have 
money enough—and I am a tax payer 
myself—to care for every soldier, young 
or old, crippled or not, who served his 
country in these times.

The "Locusts" Again. 


W. B. Curtis in tho Chicago I-trcnnl 


writing from Washington City, says: 


The two broods of cicadas arc- sup 


losed to bo the same, with a dorman 
jeriod of seventeen years in the norll 
nd thirteen in the south, the periods 
>eing divided almost exactly upon the 
amous Mason and Dixon's line. To de- 
ermine this fact un experiment was 
made with groat care in 1881. Several 
bushels of the lame of the thirteen-year 
cicadas were secured in the south and 
ilanted at certain points in the north- 
•rn states, at Ithaca, N. V., Lafayette, 
[nd., Amos, Iowa, and at other places 
vhere there are scientific institutions. 
They were placed under fruit trees, 
which were carefully labeled with metal 
xigs and a record was kept. The samp 
rear larva; were gathered in the north 
ind planted at Selma, Tuscalooea and 
Mobile, Ala.; Macon, Ga., and at the ag- 
ricultural college of Mississippi with 
similar care and it will be determined 
;his year whether tho climate has any 
effect upon their periods of reappearance. 


No one knows why they come in thir- 


teen and seventeen yqare, further than 
that it is the law of nature. There are 


whose larvae lies dormant seven 


years; the June bug requires three years, 
ind the blow-fly only a few days; but the 
"seventeen -year locust," as it is famil- 
iarly known, has the longest larvae period 
inown.

PUEBLO, Col., May 30.—A storm whiA 


has been raging in this vicinity for the 
past two days broke in all its fury this 
afternoon, causing the Arkansas and 
Fountain rivers, whose junction is in 
this city, to burst over their levees and 
flood the whole lower portion of the 
town. 
At 8 o'clock this evening the rise was 


HO rapid that the fire whistle was blown 
to call out the police and fire depart-, 
ments. also the volunteers to assist in 
rescuing some 300 families who were 
hemmed in in the '"grove" or bottoms. 
The work proceeded as rapidly as was 
possible 
The men in their heroic work 


were greatly hampered by the rising 
water. An alarm was again sounded 
at 
10 o'clock 
calling 
the 
res- 


cuers from the bottoms. The levees 
had broken above the city, and there 
was great danger of the people being 
drowned. High wagons and boats 
were used in getting the unfortunates 
to the Mesa and other high ground. 
When the second alarm was sounded 
the work of saving property was aban- 
doned. Extra strenuous efforts were 
made to get out the f amil ies It is sai d 
that an old man and bis sick daughter 
were penned in an old ..one-story adobe 
house half a mile below town. The 
report cannot be verified at this time 
(10:50 p m.). The bridges are all un- 
der strong guard of special policemen. 
No one is allowed to- pass from the 
north to the south side of the town. 
The planking on the main streets—' 
Union avenue and Victoria—has floated 
away. The cellars of the wholesale 
houses are filled, and the damage has 
already reached 875.000. 


There are two washouts between 


here and Calon City and one between 
Colorado Springs. So trains will be 
able to reach this city either from the 
north or west for at least three days. 


At 11 o'clock the city is in total dark- 


ness 
The water is six feet deep com-

MILWACKE, May 81.—A Marshfield 


(Wis.) dispatch says: A railway-acci- 
dent resulting in the loss of eight lives | 
and the injury of from fourteen to 
twenty persons, more or less seriously, I 
occurred here at 3:15 a. m. Train No. 
4, on the Wisconsin Central railway, 
ran through an open switch and was 
completely wrecked. The cars after- 
ward took fire and were consumed. 
Four persons were taken from the 
wreck dead and four others are miss- 
ing—supposed to have been caught in 
the mass of broken timbers and c-on- 
buined 


Except the four or five passengers 


and three or four trainmen who are 
mis&ing and believed to have been 
burned to death in the wrecked coaches, 
the following is as complete a list of 
the dead and wounded as can be ob- 
tained at 1 o'clock:

Marshfield as soon as help arrived and 
the suffering passengers given all the 
care possible by physicians and nurses. 


The train began to twist 'in a heap 


in a few seconds, all the passengers 
being thrown from their berths, and 
those who were not asleep and were 
not pinned down to be cremated 
quickly crawled to a place of safety. 


The wrecked cars were piled on top 


of each other, presenting a horrible 
spectacle: but the horror of the scene 
increased suddenly when the flames 
were seen to rise from the wreck and 
the cries of the imprisoned victims 
struck the ears of th ose who will live 
to remember the horror of their Deco- 
ration day ride to Chicago. 


The uninjured passengers lost no 


tims, after extricating themselves.from 
their perilous position, in rushing to 
rescue those who had been injured and 
were imprisoned in the wreckage. 
Nearly a score of passengers were 
saved from a horrible fate in that way. 
The doomed train rushed over the ties 
for a distance of ten trods before the 
engine and tender poppled into a ditch, 
and the cars following piled on top. 
The bodies of 
Bigelow and Ens- 


sell were burned to blackened trunks, 
and were not recovered from the 
smoldering mass of debris for six hours 
after the disaster. 
Both men,, were 


canght in the timbers and slowly 
roasted to .death, it being impossible 
for the passengers to do anything fc* 
them or for any of the other victims; 
It is believed all the injured will Ve- 
cover excepting perhaps Henry Ches- 
ter, of tibia city.

a short distance Bonth of tbi» city the 
Aahland sleeper, would have beenatr 
tached to the train and the list of dead 
and injured would no doubt have been 
much-larger.

The passenger* and express messen- 


ger were given local trains h-re and 
the wrecked train abandoned. 
The 


business car was occupied by Receiver 
Howard Morris, of the road. It did 
not get into the burned heap and so 
Mr. Morris escaped without any injury. 
TChis car and the rear sleeper were alone 
saved from total destruction in the 
flames. 


General Manager Whitcomb, of the 


road, said of the accident and the prob- 
able cause: "The split switch of the 
passenger track haa evidently been] 
tampered with, allowing the wheels of 
fie locomotive to catch the point. We 
will do aii in oar power to discover if 
any person derailed the train for the 
purpose of plundering the passengers 
and baggage. At present we have no 
clew to the perpetrators."1 


B. Franklin LieVr. oditcr and man- 


ager of the Lieber Publishing Co , was 
one of the passengers in the sleeper, 
which was the fifth car on the train. 
He said: "Onr car came to a sudden 
stop after thumping along the ties in a 
terrifying manner, and I alighted on 
my feet.

The 
wrecked cars were smashed into kin- 
dling wood and before we could get to 
them, were being burned with frightful 
rapidity. We rescued eleven persons 
alive. The burning debris was so 
piled up that it 
was hard work 


getting the injured out. We could 
hear the victims groaning as they 
were being burned to death. I believe 
that several of those who were cre- 
mated were dead or unconscious before 
the flames reached them. We wrapped 
the injured who were rescued in 
blankets and cared for them as best we 
could until the relief train arrived." 


The wreckage was cleared from the 


track at 0 o'clock to-night and traffic 
resumed. 
Frightful Accident to a Decoration Day 


Excursion Train. 


ATI.AWTA. Ga., May SO.—There was a 


fearful accident out on the Columbia 
extension of the Central railroad about 
7 o'clock yesterday morning. The rear 
coach of a train bearing passengers to 
take part in the decoration of federal 
graves in Andersonville left the track 
on a grade just after Holt's station was 
passed. The excursionists were mostly 
negroes, but the rear coach was re- 
served for whites and the occupants of 
this coach were the victim of the acci- 
dent. The train was on an embank- 
ment and moving at the rate of twenty 
miles an hour when the accident oc- 
curred. The derailed coach with its 
human freight, turned* over three 
times, and nearly every one in it was 
more or loss hurt. A spreading rail

coaches which did not leave the track, 
the train proceeded to Albany.
